Scathing Document Presented by 
Grand Jurors to Judge Normile. 


The Post-Dispatch Secures the Sup- 
pressed Communication to the Court. 


HOW THE JURORS WERE THWARTED IN 
PROBING OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 


Conduct of the Foreman and Three Mem- 
bers of the Body and of the Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Condemned in Strong 
Terms—An Attempt to Get the Commu- 
nication Before the Court Again To 
Day Fails—Judge Normile Interviewed. 


Exasperated by their inability to carry out 
the requirements of their oath as Grand- 
jurors, eight members of that body filed into 
the Criminal Court yesterday to appeal to 
Judge Normile. 

In this instance, as in the case of the disap- 
pearance of a Grand-juror in the October 
term, 1889, when over fifty indictments went 
by the board, and when the work of a large 
part of the session was nullified, that officiai 
didn’t know what to do. 

He then did nothing. He did not orderan 
investigation of the reason for the Grand- 
juror’s absence on the last day of the term, 
though it was charged in his presence that 
there was*’a scheme on foot to prevent the 
raturn ofan indictment which, had been 
found against a leading member of the 
**Push.’’ 

He would not order another juror sum- 
moned to fill the panel, and he could not re- 
ceive the big batch of indictments from 
eleven members. ; 

He let the term lapse and the valueless in- 
dictments againstthe ‘‘Push’’ leader and 
over fifty less distinguished criminals were 
torn to bits. 

The situation was ‘‘unprecedented,’’ seem- 
ingly the distinguishing characteristic of so 
manv situations in that tribunal. 

Now comes another. Eight Grand-jurors 
protest against the conduct of others whom 
they charge with obstructing the work of 
investigating municipal crookedness. 

They protest against the action oftheir 
foreman, Mr. J. B. C. Lucas, charging him 
with carrying away an indictment against 
a city official, which had been regular- 
ly found and which a necessary 
majority of the jury had no 
intention of reconsidering and which they 
Gesired to have regularly reported to the 
court—t hat an arrest and prosecution might 
follow, 

From the statement of Mr. Hemans, the 
new Water-works contractor, who has 
changed his mind suddenly without any addat- 
tional evidence, and from the admissions of 
the other jurors the indictment was decided 
upon, the vote taken, the indictment drawn 
up, signed by the foreman of the Grand-jury 
as ordered and ordered returned to court. 

Mr. Lucas saw fit to change this pro- 
gramme. On what grounds is not known. It 
may be that he will plead that a Grand-juror 
wanted tochange his vote when they got to 
court. This is no justification for Mr. Lucas. 
The Grand-jury proceeds under rules for 
action, and evenifhe were ignorant of the 
fact a majority ofthe Grand-jury would rot 
favor reconsideration, his informal confab 
with Contractor Hemans would not warrant 
him in holding out an indictment as was 
done. 

The Post-DISPATCH to-day presents to the 
public the protest of two-thirds of the 
members of the Grand-jury. ~The Grand- 
jurors whose names do not appear on this 
document are: 

J. B. C. Lucas, Howard Blossom, James 
Scullen and A. Heman. 

The Assistant Circuit Attorney referred to 
therein is Wm. Zachritz. 

Judge Normile refused on technical grounds 
tofllethe document with the court records 
and failed to take such action as 
would remove the technical objections toa 
full consideration of the grave charges, made 
it is understood by eight Grand-jurors deter- 
mined to do their duty in the face of threats 
of personal suits for damages. 

PROTEST OF THE EIGHT. 
Hion. J. C. Normiie, Judge of the St. 
inal Court: 

Circumstances which we belleve to be un- 
precedented in the history of criminal justice 
in Missouri compela majority of the mem.- 
bers of the July Grand-jury to 
appear before you and to protest most 
earnestly against beingrequired to serve any 
further as membersof that body. Tocon- 
tinue longer in the service would 
be dishonorable to ourselves; and to 
remain silent when we have knowledge of a 
prostitution of the machinery of your court 
would be a wrong against you and a crime 
against the public. 

When our jury was organized several weeks 
ago a majority of its members entertained 
the belief that while the examination of jail 
cases and bonded cases was an important 
part of the work before us, tne investiga- 
tion of offenses in the conduct of 
public affairs in this city and the 
bringing of such offenders to justice was im- 
peratively demanded of us. The crime 
of the private citizen affetting 
the rights of another private 
citigem cannot of course be overlooked 
and must be punished, but the crime of a 
public oficial against the interests 
of an entire community makes 
special demand on the service of Grand 
jurors, because no private citizen can be ex- 
pected to take upon himself the 
investigation and punishment of 
strictly public offenses. The people 
of St. Louis have a strong impression that 
systematic fraud marks the adminis- 
of some of the State and 
city departments, and we who present 
this report to yourfhonor have good reason 
to believe that impression to be 
correct. We early found, how- 
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this conduct we felt that we had no course 
but to submit; and had the policy 
of obstruction stopped there, we 
would not now be before 
you, but on yesterday, in your Honor’s very 
presence, this policy of protection took the 
form of an overt act of insolence to this 
court and of defiance to a majority of our 
jury. : 

Several days ago the jury heard evidence 
which resulted in the finding of a true bill 
against a defendant whose guilt was dis- 
covered during the examination of an- 
other case. When we submitted our partial 
report one day later it was supposed by those 
who voted for the bill that this was one of 
the papers handed yourHonor. Finding next 
Gay that it had been held back by 
the Assistant Circuit Attorney, we Instructed 
him to prepare the paper forthwith ana 
yesterday morning we entered this court 
with the purpose of reporting that indict- 
ment and three others. Up to this time not 
a word had been said in the Grand-jury 
room suggestive of canceling the indictment 
in question. But after arriving in court 
and without offering any reason for bis 
course, a juror deliberately withdrew from 
the batch of indictments the particular paper 
referred to, placed it in his pocket, and after 
reporting the balance of the bDilis, hurried 
out of court. 

When it is stated that the man affected by 
the indictment is a city officialand is gener- 
ally recognized as belonging to what is known 
as the ‘‘push,’’ this highhanaed proceeding 
becomes all the more significant, W hen 
such actions are possible aud when 
such brazen conduct and block the machin- 
ery of which weare a part, this Grand-jury 
is powerless forfurther public good. We 
are, therefore, making but a, 
reasonable request in asking you t¢ 
discharge us from further service. We 
recognize that Ghis proceeding is anomalous, 
but we plead that there is no other way by 
which the facts can be brought to the know!l- 
edge of those who have a right to know them 
and who are injured by them. 

It has been charged that the methods pre- 
vailing in connection with the adminis- 
tration of the criminal laws and 
ordinances of this State and city 
are loose and at times suggestive of corrup- 
tion. If the case we have detailed can be 
allowed to pass without condemnation there 
will be no further doubtas to the proof of 
this allegation.

This document was read before the Grand-

In drawing thisup the signers say they had 
particular regard to the secrets of the Grand- 
jury room, and that it should contain no 
statemené that wou'd in any wisecompromise 
them intheir obligations of secrecy regard- 
ing indictments, persons indicted and mat- 
ters testified to beiore the Grand-jury in re- 
gard tothem. 

BALKED BY A MINORITY. 


The disagreement inthe Grang Jury be- 
came evident while the witnesses were testi- 
fying astothe official conduct of Collector 
Viegenhein, butit did not appear in open 
court till yesterday. Imthe morning, when 
the jury assembled, t witnesses in the 
case of the Public Stock Exchange, whose 
methods are beinys investigated by the Grand- 
jury, were kept waiting in the ante-room 
while the jury inside discussed their 
differences of opinion. Presentiv 
Mr. Max Judd came out and 
waited in the corridor, walking 
up and down like a man very much excited. 
lie was followed in a minute by jurymen F. 
H. Ingalls, James E. Gatewood, Harry E, 
Haywood, John J. Maffitt, William Baggott, 
Emil Becker and Alexander Forbes, Foreman 
J.B. C. Lucas and Jurymen Howard Blos- 
som, James §Scullin and Aug. Herman re- 
mained in the room with Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Zachritz. 

lhe eight went into the Criminal Court 
room, where Judge Normile was trying a 
case, and led by Mr. Ingalls took seatsina 
vacant jury box. The Judge’s eye fell on 
them, and he stopped the case. Juryman 
Hayward stepped forward and handed the 
judgea paper. The Judge read it slowly. It 
was signed by the eight jurymen  be- 
fore him, and stated that on account of 
the obstructions thrown in their way by the 
otner jurymen it was impossible for them to 
work to the good of thecity. This obstruct- 
ing policy of the others had been carried so 
far, the paper said, that one of the indict- 
ments found by the Grand-jury had been 
carried off, and was being withheld by one of 
thefour. The eight, therefore, petitioned to 
be discharged. 

A NOVEL SCENE IN COURT. 


Judge Normile advanced from his seat to 
the side of the bench nearest the jury. ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen,’’ said he, *‘this is unprecedented. I 
don’t know whattodo. Where are the other 
four jurors? Are they informed of this?’’ 

Deputy Sheriff Calkin went up stairs and 
brought down the other four jurors. Mr. 
liayward then asked Judge Normile to let 
him read the complaint of the etvht aloud. 
The Judge would not, andasked the jury if 
they couid agree to adjourn.

As the four followed, Juryman Blos- 
som, smiling broadly, passed a reporter on 
the stairs. **‘We may make up our minds to 
indict some newspaper men,’’ he said jocu- 
larly. ‘‘How’s Frick, by the way?’’ 

The jury was in session only afew minutes 
when they adjourned to this morning. ‘The 
eight went to their offices. The four stayed 
inthe room with the Assistant Circuit At- 
torney and drew up @ reply to the complaint 
of the eight, which they intended to submit 
to Judge Normile to-day. 

LUCAS FAILED TO APPEAR. 


Foreman J. B. C. Lucas did not appear in 
the Grand-jury room at 10 o’clock this 
morning when the other eieven jurors as. 
sembiled. Neither was Assistant Circuit At- 
torney William Zachritz present. LKight 
of the jurors came out of the room 
into the ante-chamber, and sauntered 
around, impatiently loo-ing at their watches, 
Presently Juryman Howerd Biossom, who 
wasinside fhe room with Juryman Auwust 
Heman o fi James Scullin, said he under- 
stood th, £ one of the children of Mr. Lucas 
was ill.

‘ihe jurymen waited and Mr. Lucas did not 
come. “We certainly ought to meet and re- 
port, ’* said Juryman Emile A. Becker, ‘‘We 
will hand this communication of ours to the 
Judge asareport. If he refuses to receive it 
because itis not sicned by the foreman, we 
will stand on the right of any member of the 
jury to communicate with the Judge.’’ 

At 10:30 o’clock the eleven jurymen went 
into session and voted to adjourn till to-mor- 
row night. They came out and went differ- 
ent ways to their offices. Jurymen Blossom, 
Scullin and Heman waited till the eight were 
gone and then went down stairs into the 
private office of the Circuit Attorney, where 
they met Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz. The four stoodina group. talking 
forten minutes. Then Deputy Sheriff Ben 
Finney, who has chargeof the Grand-jury, 
came down from his post up-stairs with the 
message from Mr. Lucas that he had arrive. 
The Assistant Circuit Attorney and the three 
jurymen went up-stairs again, and entering 
the Grand-jury room, where Foreman Lucas 
waited went into secret session.’ 


THE EIGHT ARE FIRM. 


Juryman Ingalls was very much surprised 
when he heard that the four were sitting to- 
gether. ‘‘itseems evident to me,’’ saia he, 
‘*that they are going try to make it appear 
that we are refusing to transact business, 
while they are willing to go on. I think you 
will find thatevery one of the eight is deter- 
mined not tosit with these. gentlemen and 
to transact no more business under the cir- 
cumstances,’’ 

JUDGE NORMILE INTERVIEWED. 

In speaking this morning of the action of 
eight Grand-jurors in presenting their sensa- 
tional report yesterday, Judge Normile said 
that he was completely taken by surprise, 
not having received any intimation whatever 
of What wascoming. ‘‘]l noticed when they 
come in that someof thechairs were va- 
cant,’’ said the Judge, ‘‘but I expected 
them to be  fliec right away. I 
was busy tryinga case, you remember, and 
was watching both sides of the court. When 
their report was handed to me, it did not oc- 
curto methat it wasa communication from 
only a part ofthe body, but I soon discovered 
it in reading the communication itself. I 
didn’t read all the report, but enough to see 
what it was and that it could not be madea 
part of the court records, and I returned it 
to them and to'id them that I could not accept 
the report, coming as it did from only a part 
of the jury.’’ 

**Do you know, Judge, why some of the 
Grand-jurors refused to investigate the mat- 
ters reported on so extensively by the last 
Grand-juary?’’ 

‘*] Know nothing whatever about it,’’ re- 
plied Judge Normile. ‘‘Ihaven’t spoken to 
a single member of the Grand-jury about 
thelr work since I instructed them as to their 
duties just after they were sworn in.’’ 

**Had you been asked for further instruc- 
tions yesterday Il suppose it would have been 
proper for you to give them.’’ 

**No, it would not. Icalled their attention 
when they were swornin to the Investiga- 
tions of the last Grani-jury, butit is not for 
meto instruct them to investigate this or 
that puplic official or private citizen. My 
positionisa peculiar one. I stand between 
the accused andthe prosecution, and must 
be ina position to act impartially when it 
comes tothetrial. If Lask the Grand-jury 
to investigate the actions of a certain per 
son, that person’can justly claim that I am 
not in a position to give him a fairtrial. No, 
the Grand-jury pursues its investigations 
without any advice from me except the in- 
structions which the law requires me to give 
them. lifthey want advice they look tothe 
Cireuit Attorney for it.’’ 

Judge Normile was next asked about the 
authority ofa grand-jury to find atrue bill 
on the vote of nine members, one of them 
having, however, changed his mind before 
the presentation of the indictment to court. 
One of the causes of the rupture between the 
two factions of the present Grand-jury was 
a difference of opinion on this point. 
An indictment was drawn up against a 
certain city official, but when it came tothe 
time for presenting itto the court Foreman 
Lucas, so it is charged, carried it away In 
his pocket, claiming that he had reason for 
belleving that one ofthe nine members who 
voted tor it was desirous of changing his 
vote, and as eight votes were not enough to 
indict he felt justified In withholding the iIn- 
dictment. 

‘*I don’t wish to answer.that question,’’ 
said the Judge, ‘‘asI may be called to pass 
upon it in court.’’ 

He was then asked if an indictment once 
presented to court could be withdrawn, and 
he said itcould not. ‘‘There was a case of 
this kind when I was Circuit Attorney,’’ said 
he. ‘‘A Grand-tury indicted a man and 
then wanted to withdraw the _ indaict- 
ment, saying that they had discovered 
evidence satisfying them that the indictment 
should not have been found. I told them 
that the indictment could not be withdrawn, 
butthat if they would give mé a written 
statement of the factsthey had told me I 
would file it with the indictment and then 
nolle pros the indictment, and this was 
done,’”’ 

Returning to the subject of majority and 
minority reports, the reporter asked Judge 
Noriaiie ifhe could not take cognizance of 
such reports, and ifin case the minority yes- 
terday had replied in writing to the com. 
munication presented by the majority, both 
reports could not have been received by the 
court. ‘*They would not,’’ said the Judge 
in reply. ‘‘I might have read them to 
see what they were in order to 
pass upon them, but after ascertaining 
that they were not the reports of the whole 
body, either one of them, I could not have 
made them a part ofthe court records. I 
can take notice only of communications from 
the whole body andanything less than twelve 
members is not the Grand-jury. I can do 
nothing whatever with a portion of the 
Grand-jury. 
tion of it. They must all be present when 
they are discharged.’’ 

Asked if the indictments returned by the 
Grand-jury would stand if the Grand-jury 
went to pleces and were not discharged to- 
gether,Judge Normile sald theywouid, Indict- 
ineut once presented to court could not be 
affected by any subsequent action of the 
Grand- jury as a body or of its members in- 
dividually. Indictments, however, voted on 
and signed but not presented to the court 
would not be valid as indictments. They 
would not be indictments at all. 

Judge Normile stated this morning as he 
did in court yesterday that the action of a 
portion of the Grand-jury in asking to be 
discharged was unprecedented. ‘*Nothing of 
the kind-ever occurred before in the twenty 
years that 1 have been connected as officer or 
attorney with the St. Louis Criminal Court,’’ 
said he, ‘‘and I never heard of such a thing 
happening before mytime here or at any 
time elsewhere. Other Grand-juries have 
haa disagreements, but they kept the mat- 
ter to themselyes or at least didn’t report 
them to the court.’’ 

Mii. CLOVER’S POSITION, 

Circuit Attorney Clover has not been inthe 
Grand-jury room since the present Grand- 
jury was linpaneled and says that he has had 
nothing whatever to do with their work, 
Had he been requested to give them his ad- 
vice or assistance in anyway, he would have 
done so, but under the circumstances—the 
likelihood ot bis office being investigated—he 
decided notto go near them unless called for, 
Mr. Zachritz represented him inthe Grand- 
qury room and was always atthelr service. 

n regard to the power ofthe Grand-jury to 
find an indictment if four of the jurors 
are against it atthe time of its presentation to 
court, Mr. Clover said that no indictment 
could be presented under such circum- 
stances. At least nine must agree at the 
finalaction in the matter. It was entirely 
immaterial how many of the jurors had at 
some previous time been in favor of it if four 
He knew of no offi- 
cer of the court or of any one presumed to be 
postedi on the matter who took a different po- 

Mr. Zachbritz takes the same ground and so 
advised the Grand-jury.

The eight knew this statement was made in 
error. They had just come in from the ante- 
room and had left. outside only the several 
reporters and Deputy Sheriff Finney. A re- 
porter of the PosT-D1IsPaTcu was in the ante- 
room while the short session. was held and 
knows that there was not a single witness in 
the room. Besides, when the eight deter- 
mined to present their remonstrance to Judge 
Normile, AsSistant Circuit Attorney Zach- 
ritz came into the ante-room,and discharged 
all the witnesses in the only case then pend- 
ing before the Grand-jury, the &t. uls 
Public Stock Exchange investigation. 

Misunderstanding this, and ignoring the 
acting foreman’s suggestion, which they be- 
lieved to be insincere, the eight hela to their 
original intention of transacting no business 
till the missing indictment was returned. 
One of them moved to adjourn till to-mor- 
row, when the foreman could sit with them. 
Acting Chairman Blossom said the roll must 
be called on that. The vote was eight to 
three for adjournment. 

FOREMAN LUCAS’ ABSENCE. 

Juryman Blossom said, after he came out 
of the jury-room upon the first adjournment: 
‘*l understand that Mr. Lucas has a very 
sick child. Isaw him yesterday, and he told 
me that he was going home to see about it.’’ 

Members of the Mercantile Club, who were 
there last night, say that Foremon Lucas and 
Mr. Blossom were together at the club till 
late In the evening. 

CHANGED HIS MIND. 

‘*Yes, I did vote for the indictment,’’ 
said Juror Heman this morning, ‘‘but I 
changed my mind afterwards,and at the time 
the vote was taken I said that Ithoughtl 
was doing wrong in voting to indict. 

‘“‘But you did vote for the indictment,’’ 
said Juror Ingalls, Standing by, ‘‘and you 
newspaper folks must not think that an in- 
dictment was not found. It was found,a 
true bill, It was drawn up and Mr. Lucas 
signedi:i. Mr. Heman voted for it and he 
never had an opporturmity to change his vote 
fora second vote wa@S bever taken. Isn’t 
that so, Mr. Heman?’’ 

Mr. Heman said that it was as Mr. Ingalls 
had stated it. 

‘*What caused you to change your mind in 
regard to ——’s guilt?’’ wasasked of Mr. 
Heman., 

‘*Well, I got to raising 
tothe conclusion that 
injustice. ’’ 

‘*‘Had he been to see you in the mean- 
time?’’ 

‘*‘No, sir. IThavenever seen him. I never 
met him and wouldn’t know him if I were to 
run across him to-day. Iam in no way inter- 
ested in him or his affairs.’’ 

Asked whether he and Messrs, Lucas, Blos- 
som and Scullin were going to reply to the 
communication of the other eight jurors, 
Mr. Hemah said that he was not certain 
about that. They had not prepared a reply 
yesterday at their meeting after the adjourn- 
ment ofthe Grand-jury for the reason that 
they did not have the communication. ‘‘They 
took it away with them,’’ said Mr. Heman, 
‘‘which they had noright todo. True, they 
had read it tous, bat “e couldn’t well reply 
to it without having it before us.’’ 

ZACHRITZ AND LUCAS. 

Mr. Lucas put in an appearance about 10:45 
o’clock and went straight to the Grand jury 
room. ° He stated to Mr. Finney, the clerk, 
that his child had been so sick that he was 
compelled to beat honie, or he would have 
been on hand at 100’clock. 

The three gentiemen with Mr. Zachritz 
were sent for anda private conference took 
place with closed doors in the Grand-jury 
room. Mr. Zachritz stated that the object of 
the meeting was to prepare a document or 
report to.be made by these four gentlemen 
in answer to that presented to Judge Nor- 
mile yesterday. Whatthe contents of the 
document would be, ir. Zachritz stated he 
did not know, and that the gentlemen would 
not give it for publication. 

Foreman Lucas was met on the stepsas he 
was ascending tothe third story to call the 
conference. hte was askedif he would not 
make some statement with reference to his 
action In withholding the indictment in the 
lottery case.

Methods Employed in Transport- 


ing Non-Union Men to Pittsburg. 


Riot Among a Car-Load on the Way to 
the Homestead Mills

THEY REBELLED WHEN APPRISED OF 
THEIR DESTINATION. 


One Man Bayoneted and -Several Others 


Injured in the Melee—Many Escape Be- 
fore Reaching Pittsburg — Critchlow 
Held for Murder Without Bail—O’Don- 
nell’s Mission to the East—Hunting 
Down Anarchists—For Arbitration and 


Peace. 


PirTsBurRG, Pa., July 28.—A riot occurred 
this morning on a Baltimore & Ohiotrain on 
which a party of fifty-six non-union men 
were Deing transported from Cincinnati, O,, 
to Pittsburg to work in the Carnegie steel 
works at Homestead. In the melee one man 
was stabbed in.the forehead with a bayonet 
inthe hands of an armed guard. Another 
had a thumb chewed off and nearly a score 
of others were badly bruised in an attempt 
to regain their liberty. 

When the train reached Pittsburg there 
were only twenty-one men aboard, in addi- 
tion to the armed guards, the other thirty- 
five having escaped from. the car between 
White Hall Station on the Wheeling division 
andthe depot in this city. .When they left 
Cincinnati. the men did not Know that they 
were being taken to Homestead, and when 
they found it out they rebelled. That is how 
the riot had its inception.

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 28.—Sylvester Critch- 
low, one of the strikers charged with mur- 
der on the day of the riot, applied for release 
on bail to-day but was refused and remanded 
to jail for trial. At the hearing several 
witnesses swore that they saw Critchlow load 
and fire a gun at the barges. In 
refusing bail, Judge Magee said the case was 
close to murderin the first degree. Hugh

Critchlow’s attorney claims that he will be 
able to prove that he was not Dehind the bar- 
ricade that day. 

Wm. Close, another striker, was released 
on $10,000 bail. 

The police authorities of Pittsburg and 
and Allegheny say the Anarchists have 
thrown up their hands and _é are 
frightened almost to death. -Those 
who were loudest in their claims 
about being Anarchists have shutup and 
they all pretend to be peaceful, law-abiding 
citizens. The police are satistied that there 
was an organized plot and expectto get at 
the bottom of itinafew days. The matter 
has been takenup by the police authorities 
all over the United States and there is not a 
prominent Anarchist that could not be ar- 
rested on an hour’s notice. Finsler and Pir- 
nock, the suspects arrested yesterday, were 
discharged, there being no evidence that 
they were in any way connected with Bauer 
or Bergman. 

Mr. Frick’s condition continues entirely 
satisfactory and his rapid recovery now 
seems certain. 


SUGGESTED ARBITRATION, 


IRON MANUFACTORS MAKE A PROPOSITION TO 
THEIR EMPLOYES. 


PITTSBURG, Pa,, July 28.—The conference 
committees of the Iron Manufacturers and 
the Amalgamated Association spent eight 
and one-half hoursin another fruitless at- 
tempt to adjust their differences on the 
wage scale. The meeting was rendered re- 
markable by the suggestion of arbi- 
tration as a means to bring the two 
sides together. The proposition came from 


the manufacturers’ side and in this form: 
Thatthe men should resume work at last 
year’s scale pending an adjustment of the 
new scale by a Board of Arbitrators.

Warner’s Big Day's Work at the 
Sedalia Mass Meeting. 


THREE SPEECHES COVERING SPECIAL 
ISSUES IN THE CAMPAIGN. 


A Direct Bid forthe Labor Vote Well Re- 
ceived by His Auditors—Plea for Fair 
Treatment at the Hands of the News- 
papers—Full Text of the Important 
Features ofthe Address, 


SEDALIA, July 28.—Two trains from Sedalia, 
areguiar and a special, left for St. Louis 
about midnight last night with several hun- 
dred Republicans, tired, hoarse, but intensely 
enthusiastic, on board. They werethe &t. 
Louis contingent of the grand Republican 
rally at Sedalia yesterday. On the special 
train were Maj. Wm. Warner, Re 
publican candidate for Governor of 
Missour!; National Committeeman Richard 
© Kerens, Judge W. S. Shirk, Republican 
candidate for the Supreme bench; Col. 
Schuarte, Secretary L. M. Hall of the Re- 
publican State League, Internal 


Harrison and Warner Club, and the rank and 
file of the St. Louis Republican shouters, mi- 
nus most of the Filleyites, who were 
spicuous by their absence at Sedalia. 

On the reguiartrain were City Collector 
Ziegenhein, Recorder of Deeds Billy Hobbs, 
**Tom’’ Niedringhaus, Deputy Dan Selg- 
mund ofthe Coliector’s office, Chris Scha- 
wacker and others. Both trains left 
Sedalia shortly after midnight, following the 
close ofthe Warner rally as emphasized by 
the pyrotechnic parade ofthe Sedalia Flam- 
beau Club under a 10 o’clock moonlight. 

WARNER’S THREE APPFALS. 

Maj. Warner did an untiring eighteen 
hours’ work yesterday. He made three 
speeches, only oneof which found its way 
intothe morning papers. The secondand 
third speeches delivered by the indefatigable 
gubernatorial candidate following his 
three- hours’ effort Association 
Park were, respectively, an address to 
the 800 employes of the Missouri 
Pacific car shops at 6:15 o’clock anda speech 
tothe representatives of the press at the 
Commercial Club at 7:45 o’clock last evening. 
His first speech was an appeal, irrespective 
of party, to all citizens of ‘‘the new Mis- 
sourl’’ to help him in overthrowing the 
**moss-back Bourbons;’’ the second was a 
direct and definite bid for the organized la- 
bor vote; the third was a very neat and cor- 
dialinvitation to the press of the State to 
help place him in the Executive Mansion at 
Jefferson City and to visit bim after he got 
there. This covered the ground pretty well 
for one day. 

In his speech to the employes of the Mis- 
souri Pacific car shops Maj. Warner talked 
the straightest of organized labor talk. He 
was drivento thecornerof Third and En- 
wineer streets directly afterthe close of his 
‘three hours’ speech opening the campaign. 
There 800 employes of the car 
shops awaited him and gave 
him an enthusiastic reception. Then from his 
Carriage the Republican candidate for Gov- 
‘ernor talked for twenty minutes on tae beau - 
ties of arbitation between employer and em- 
ploye inthe settlement of all disputes be- 
tween laborand capital, also on the rights 
of organized labor, the infamy of the Pinker. 
ton system, the advantages and desirability 
of the industrial system of profit-sharing as 
@ preventive of all labor troubles in the 
future, and on other topics now foremost in 
labor circies owing to the Homestead war. 

IT CAUGHT THK WORKERS.

Men 
nominated under such circamstances. whether in 
this State or elsewhere, if elected, go into office un- 
der obligations to political bosses, ward-heelers, 
buimmers and thugs, obligations which they cannot 
avoid if they wouid, obligations which they are com- 
pelled to discharge at the expense of the public, 
obligations the keeping of which places in positions 
of confidence and trust men notoriously incompetent 
and often dishonest. So longas the public business 
is intrusted to such servauts incompetency, favorit- 
ism and corruption will be the result. 


THE CITY POLICE. 


In our cities there is no power that affects all 
classes nore than that exercised by the police force. 
Under the guardianship of this foree the person, 
property and freedom of the citizen are toa large ex- 
tentintrusted. The large powers given tothe police 
in their execution require the exercise on the part 
of each individual policeman of a wise and impartial! 
discretion. Before the powers with which the po- 
lice force are invested can be wisely exercised 
in a splrit of conservatism and impartiality, 
the force must be divorced from political influ- 
ences. In other words, the Boaru of Poiice Com- 
missioners and policemen when appointed must be- 
come conservators of the peace and cease to be ac- 
tive politicians. This reform, if it ever comes,

now stands. That official has the power, if un- 
trainmeled in the selection,to appoint men as Police 
Commissioners whose business standing and high 
character will be a sufficient guarantee against the 
prostiution of the police force to the partisan work 
Oo: ward politicians. This change would be weicomed 
by eflicient chiefs and deserving policemen, of whom 
there are many. To inaugurate such a reform would 
be regarded by me asa high privilege, and one de- 
manding immediate action. So longas the control 
of the police foree is given to party bosses as a re- 
ward for packing caucuses, carrying primaries, 
manipulating delegations and controlling conven- 
tions, so long the force will be made up of men who 
establish a **pull’’ by aiding ‘*bosses’’ in their po- 
litical work, 

‘ihe chief ambition ofa police force thus officered 
and constituted is to ‘‘run the town’? in its nomina- 
tions and elegtions. To dothis, citizens engaged in 
certain Classes of business who do the bidding of the 
bosses, are guaranteed special immunities and 
privileges. while to those engaged in like business, 
who refuse todo the bidding of the bosses, life is 
made a burden by theacts of petty oppression and 
tyranny of political policemen. .We are told by an 
editorialin the St. Louis *‘Republic’’ of May 8 of 
this year, that ‘‘under Gov. Marmaduke’s Adminis- 
tration the police force was less used for the pur- 
puse of ‘running the town’ than before or since. 
A partly successful effort was made to divorce if 
from politics altogether, It could have been made 
entirely successful had it been persisted in, but,’’ 
adds the editor. ‘‘unfortunately the temptation 
to set policemen to ao the work.of ward heelers has 
been too strong.’’ This arraignment of Gov. 
Francis’ appointees in St. Louis on the Board of 
Police Commissioners does not come from Repub- 
lican sources. This announcement is made lest 
some Democratic friend in the audience, in his 
enthusiasm, may make the mistake that a good

Having purged the list ofits imperfections, it then 
becomes his duty in our cities to appoint judges 
and clerks of election. 


Ifthe Recorderof Voters is honest, he will ap- 
oint men of integrity, courage and incorrupti- 
ility, men who will not reject a legal vote, men 
who will not receive or conniveat others receiving 
an illegal ballot. Then, and not until then, will the 
crime against the elective franchise be checked in 
our cities. It is an open secret that professional

the commencement and termination of Davy 
Crockett’s turnpike road. That historical road 
started out well macadamized, runninginto a dirt 
road, then into a farm road, then into acow path, 
then into a squirrel track, and upa tree andinto a 
hole. A few specimen bricks trom the dominant 
party’s structure of economy and Jeffersonian sim- 
pilicity may be selected, and when selected, may be 
considered with profit by the tax-payers. 

It isa DOopular delusion that the annual compensa- 
tion of the Chief Exeeutive of the State is but 
$5,000. This delusion arises from the fact that 
under the Constitution the Legislature is authorized 
to fix fhe salary of the Governor and other officers. 
Unaer this power the salary of the Governor is fixed 
at $5,000 a vear. Out of his salary an official is ex- 
pected to pay his household expenses; if the salary 
should be insufficient for this purpose, then to pay 
them out of his own pocket. There seems to besa 
departure from this rule in the case of the Governor. 
In the §years 1589 and 1890 there was appropri- 
ated of the people’s money for the ‘‘current ex- 
penses of the Governor’s Mansion $10,000.°’ The 
saine Legislature appropriated $11,000 for repairing 
and furnishing the mansion, thus showing that the 
$10,000 was to be used for household expenses. In 
the years 189] and 1892 an appropriation of $10,000 
ofthe moneys in the State Treasury was again made 
for “current expenses for the Governor’s Man- 
sion.*’ Amongthe many curtousitoms included ih 
the ‘*‘current expenses for the Governor’s Man- 
sion,’’ is found acharge for an encyclopedia. This 
work naturally was deemed indispensable to a 
Lemocratic executive's library after Mr. Cleveland’s 
liberal extracts frémit. ‘‘Sundries’’ appear em 
frequentiy, whether wetordryis not stat-d. his 
doubling >of the Governor’s salary by indirection in 
the payment of his household expensesis an abuse 
that has creptinto appropriation bills since the aom- 
inant party entered upon its career of pretended 
economy. 


DEMOCRATIC EXTRAVAGANCE. 


‘*A new broom sweeps clean.’’ In obedience to 
this adage the present Governor, shortiy after his 
inauguration expended $1,698.35 in furnishing his 
office. The Secratary of State in some manner man- 
aged to get over $2,400 worth of new furniture into 
his office, while the Auditor, Treasurer, Register of 
Lands ana Railroad Commissioners got along with 
$3,306.55 worth of new furniture. For the years 
1889 and 1890 the appropriation for the Governor's 
office as *‘contingent expenses’? was $2, .. For 
the next two years this was increased to $4,000. 
If we are to have style we must pay for It. 

The appropriation in. 1891 and 1892 for the costs 
paid by the Staite in criminal cases amounted to the 
enormous sum of $550,000. This sum, great as it is, 
does not more than halfteilthe tale. From the best 
estimates lamabie to obtain, the amount of crim- 
inal costs paid by the State is more than equaled by 
the aggregate amount paid by the counties. Iam 
constrained to believe that the estimate given of the 
costs in criminal cases paid by the counties is an 
under, rather than an overestimate. In the county 
of Jackson alone the amount paid in 1890 and 1891 
was over $100,000. 

This isthe field in which the ‘‘fee grabber’’ revy- 
els. Itis the feld in which retrenchment and re- 
form is demanded. This retrenchment aud reform 
will nevercome until] there is a ‘‘general house- 
cleaning’’ in the political management of our State 
and localaffairs. There must be a shaking up of 
the ary bones of the dominant party. This house- 
cleaning, this shaking up. is demanded in the inter- 
est of the tax-payers. 

In the line of criminal costs, I desireto call your 
attention tothe factthat for the years 1891 and 
1892an appropriationfor the payment of officers, 
guards and other employesof the State Peniten- 
tiary was $175,000; whilefor the years 1881 and 
1882 the apyropriation was but $80,000, It is the 
favorite refuge for place hunters who have failed 
elsewhere. 

Numerous cases similarto those stated could be 
given iliustrating the false pretenses of the domi- 
nant party’sciaim to economical administration. It 
is therefore evidentthat whatever of reduction in 
the State debt has been made, thatit is not the re- 
sult of economy in expenditure of the people’s 
money by their servants. Its reduction was coin- 
menced under the lawsadopted prior to 1870.

The State issued its certificate of indeptedness, 
bearing 6 per cent interest, in favor of the seminary 
fund nd gg used the money receivea from the 
general Government in purchasing its bonds ata 
premium, and bearing & low rate of interest. In this 
manner over $650,000 of the bonded indebtedness 
was paid, Upon this plece of financiering the domi- 
nant party congratulates the people.

REDUCTION OF TAXATION. 

But, say my Democratic friends, we are entitled, 

at least, tothe credit of having reduced the rate of 
the State revenue from 20

cents on each $100. 
bear igvestigation. I will - 
mit that you made the reduction, but that you did it 
reluctantly. It was not voluntary, but foreed from 
you. Forascore of years you have levied and col- 
ected 20 cents on the $100. Why have you been so 
tardy in making a reduction? 

In 1872 there was enly levied and collected 20 cents 
on the $100,and the rate has continued ever since un- 
til the special session of the last Legislature. The 
assessed vaiue of property has gone on increasing 
for twenty years, during all of which time you haye 
failed to reiieve the people of one farthing in 
the rate of taxation on State revenue until you 
were forced to do so by the provision of the Consti- 
tution which provides ‘*That whenever the taxable 
property of the State shall amount to$ n ° ° 
thejrate shall not exceed 15jcents.’’ The taxable prop- 
erty having reached the constitutional limit, you 
were compelled to make the reduction, a reduction 
which you should have made at the regular session 
of the Thirty-sixth General Assemuoly. 

In 1872 the taxable property was assessed at less 
than two-thirds of what it was in 1890. Yet, by 
reason of the increase in office-huldersand extrava- 
gant expenses, you were unable, as well as un- 
willing, to reduce the rate of taxation. ‘'The Lord 
loveth a cheerful giver,’’ but you do not come 
within the rule. You heid ontothe 20 cent rate of 
taxation with bull-dog tenacity until. you were 
compelled to let go. Your act in reducing the 
rate of traxation is not even entitled to the credit, 
et as it is, given to a death-bed repentance. You 
did not repen!, but simply yielded when compelled 
to by the organic law of the State. Hadit not been 
for the burning of the State University, together 
with the political exigencies for gerrymandering the 
Congressional districts, necessitating, as you 
thought, an extra session of the Legislature, you 
would to-day be violating the plain provision of the 
Constitution by collecting from the peopie 20 cents 
on the $100 of assessed taxable property, when un- 
der the Constitution you could collect legally only 
15 cents. 

Where is the necessity, my Democratic friends, of 
taking fromthe people in 1990 forthe purpose of 
paying the **current expenses’’ of the State Govern- 
ment, in round nambers, $1,600,000, when in 1872

It was conceived in 
political trickery and broaght fortn in partisan 
shame. It was a deliberate attempt to disfranchise, 
as to Congressional representation, the Republican, 
People’s and Prohibition parties in fourteen of the 
fifteen Congressional districts of the State, these 
pounce casting inthe aggregate, at the last presi- 

ential election, witnin a fraction of 50 per cent of 
the votes of the State, casting at the gubernatorial 
election a majority of the votes of the State.

BOOMERANG LOGIC. 


Although President Harrison did not 
actually handle the Winechesters with 
which Pinkertons and Homestead men 
were shot, noruse the revolver and knife 
upon Frick, nor apply the thumb-rack 
and razor to Private Iams, he is, according 
to the reasoning of his own organs, re- 
sponsible for all of this violence and vil- 
lainy and for whatever else of a similar | 
kind may arise from the unfortunate situ- 
ation at Homestead.

The workingmen discovered the trick 
that had been played upon them and real- 
ized through the operation of the law that 
the alleged protection of labor was a sham. 
They refused to sign the new scale, Frick 
introduced the Pinkertons with riotous re- 


| @ults, the militia was called out, Frick 


was shot and stabbed by an Anarchist 
crank and Jams was tortured and shaved 
by 4 cranky militia Colonel. 

According to the logic of his own organs 
Harrison did it all with his own little pen. 
His approval of the McKinley bill plainly 
renders him responsible for all the ills that 
have flowed from the dispute between the 
Carnegie corporation and its employes. 

We are not responsible for this logic. It 
is the logic of the plutocratic organs 
which contend that the Homestead men 
are the Anarchistic authors of all the acts 
of violence arising from the situation at 
Homestead, because they refused to accept 
at onee the wages offered by Frick.

DODGING THE ISSUE. 

The newspapers which are aiding Car- 
negie’s campaign against organized labor 
are finding out one thing, and that is that 
the treatment received by Private Iams ‘‘is 
arousing indignation.’’ 

It is only since learning this that they 
have brought themselves to the point of 
uttering a mild protest against the out- 
rage, and even now are endeavoring to 
pervert the facts. It is asserted that Iams 
wees punished for proposing three cheers 
for Bergman. Thisis not true. He was 
punished for expressing his pleasure at the 
attempted assassination, and then refusing 
to retract. The punishment rested ex- 
pressly ppon this ground alone. 

The newspapers of the class mentioned 
condemn the martinet Col. Streator, not 
because of his heartless brutality, but 
‘*because he disregarded the military reg- 
ulations.’’ They say that the ‘‘trans- 
gression of Private Iams was serious and 
deserved punishment,’’ but they object to 
‘‘the manner in which the chastisement 
was infiloted, and the ostentatious disre- 
gard of military regulations,’’ and partic- 
ularly do they regret the occurrence be- 
cause it is ‘‘partieularly unfortunate just 
et this time.’’ 

The ides of discussing such a subject 
with such calm disregard of human rights 
and fundamental principles! The idea of 
ignoring the resort to medieval rack and 
thumb-screw, and dwelling at length upon 
the ‘‘arbitrary assumption of authority.’’ 

A week ago, not one educated man in a 
thousand would have believed it possible 
that ancient methods of torture could be 
publicly resorted to in America, to force a 
rétraction of opinion. And yet to-day 
such a spectacle has not only presented 
itself, but men and papers occupying high 
positions have had the temerity to come 
forward as its apologists. 

Strict ideas of discipline certainly have | t 
taken deep root in the minds of Col. 
Streator’s men, or such an infamous out- 
rage would have been the occasion of a 
mutiny on the spot.

S. M. McManus Killed His Son in Self- 
Defense, 


THE BLOODY TRAGEDY CAUSED BY TOO 
MUCH DRINK. 


A Supposed Suicide Now Believed to Have 
Been a Murder—Chasing a Kentucky 
Horse-Thief—Escaped a Lynching—On 
Track of Land Sw indlers—Oriminal 
Brevities. 


NATCHEZ, Miss. ,July 28.—A horrible tragedy 
was enacted here at a late hour Tuesday 
night. &. M. McManus, aged 57, a respecta- 
bie citizen, has a son named Charlies, an idle, 
shiftiess fellow and hard drinker. The father 
found work for his son, but this angered the 
youngster and after some words he drewa 
knife and began slashing his father with it 
about the face and head. Seeing that his 
son was about to murder him the old man 
drew a knife and then began a duel until the 
combatants could be separated. Young Mc- 
Manus received three stabs in the side that 
penetrated the cavity and also another 
wound in the abdomen and abouta dozen 
His recovery is impossibie, 
His father was cut a number of times in the 
faceandon the arms, hands and body and 
would no doubdt have been . killed if his son’s 
knife had not been dull, The elder McManus 
Was arrested. He saysthe affair would not 
have occurred if his son had not been drink- 
ing.

A SUPPOSED SUICIDE NOW THOUGHT TO BE A 
“ MURDER.

Last night while 
Robinson was talking to a friend Kurtz 
slipped up behind him, grabbed him by the 
shoulders, pulled him back and drove a knife 
into his breast. Robinson broke loose and 
Tan across the street, followed by Kurtz, who 
again drove the blade in his victim’s back, 
causing death in fifteen minutes. Kurtz was 
arrested some time later but would make no 
statement. 


DESERTED HIS BRIDE.

Charlies Humpert Badly Burned by Gas 

~The Search for Young Muckley’s 

& Body Still in Progress—Theory That 

© the Gas Explosion in Peters’ Place Pro- 

_ duced the Explosion in the Sewer—Re- 
yah pairing the Damage. 


_ This morning Mill Creek Sewer yielded up 
. another victimof the explosion of Tuesday 
i afternoon, and the body of Clemens C. Krel- 
_ bohm is now atthe Morgue awaiting inquiry 

into the cause of the disaster. 

Kreibohm came to his fate as follows: He 
was a brother-in-law of Fuchs, where the 
explosion occurred. On Tuesday afternoon 
he went down to Carondelet, and as he did 
not show up at home that night, nor at his 
place of business, 316-318 Market street, yes- 
terday morning, his friends con- 
jectured that on his return from 
South St. Louis he had naturally 
dropped in to havea chat with Fuchs, and 
went down in the crash that followed the 
explosion under Fuchs’ place. it was there- 
fore thought extremely likely that his body 
would be found near where Fuchs’ had been. 
When, therefore, yesterday afternoon the 
excavators brought up Fuchs’ coat and vest, 
itseemed that they must soon come upon 
Kreibohm’s remains and there was consider 
able feverish excitement as the search pro- 
gressead. The slow and toilsome work of re- 
moving the debris was continued in the 
sewer under Fuch’s saloon until 1 o’clock 
this morning, bat Kreibohm’s body was 
not disclosed. By this time the obstructions 
to the current had been pretty well removed, 
and it was reasoned that the body would be 
likely to be swept down the sewer. A gang of 
sewer and water department men had been 
working all night in the Iron Mountain yards 
clearing the sewer of the ties and other 
debris that choked the channel and these 
were instructed ta pay particular at- 
tention to stuff lodging near the first open- 
ing, about 200 feet south of Third street and 
nearly opposite the N. K. Fairbank boiler- 
house. Here had lodged quite an obstinate 
mass of stuf? from attiove and it 
was a work of some difficulty 
to loosen ft. While engaged in this work a 
bedy floated to the surface. It was 
fished up and placed on the 
Danks and was at once identified as 
that of Kreibohm from the clothing and 
watch. Richard Shea, who was in charge of 
the sewer gang, says that tne body looked 
somewhat blue afd water-soaked, but there 
were no marks of buraing that he 
noticed, and he dd not know that any exam- 
ination was there made as to broken limbs 
orany other injuries which the unfortunate 
man may have sustained. A patrol wagon 
was sént for and the body wastaken to the 
Morgue. 

HUNTING FOR MUCKLEY. 

Relays of men in the city empley have beep 
working steadily in Fuchs’ cellarandin the 
Iron Mountain yardsever since the time of 
the. explosion. Interest at the Fuchs’ 
place now centers on the probability of find- 
ing the man supposed to be Mucgley. This is 
probably the last of those who 
were in Fuchs’ place when the 
explosion occurred and who can 
not be accounted for. If Muckley is in the 
ruins the body is guite certain to be found 
during the day. It may not be found, how- 
ever. A large amount of stuff is "plock- 
ing the sewer just. below the portion 
blown open by the explosion, and it wiil be a 
hard job to dislodge it. Muckley’s body may 
be wedged in there. When Idosened upit 
will certainly be picked up below, as men are 
stationed in the railroad yards to make a sal- 
vage of anything of value that floats down. 

The workmen say that they never had a 
more vexatious job than tocilear out the de- 
bris from these ruins. There is no room for 
a derrick to handle heavy articles, 
and everything had to be done by hand and 
sheer strength. Most of the stuf was in the 
water, andthe currentis fully as stron “ 
it is in the Mississippi and i 
man makes a misste or loses his 
Dalance, he is likely to find himgelf in six or 
eight feet of water, with a right smart 
chance of himself being swe down the 
torrent.

Local Politicians Robbed of Diamonds, 
Watches and Money. 


THE POLICE NOTIFIED AND LOOKING 
FOR THE PICKPOCKETS. 


‘Collector Ziegenhein, Charles Gitchell and 
Messrs. Vogelsang and Mepham Among 
the Victims— Maj. Warner in the City— 
He Refuses to Discuss Democratic 
Charges — Gubernatoriel Candidate 
Stone on Maffitt’s Election—Local Pol- 
itics. 


The St. Louis Republicans who returned 
from the Sedalia rally last night fell into the 
clutches of a gang of pickpockets and are 
short about $1,200in money, diamonds and 
jewelry in consequence. Whether they were 
robbed in the crowds at night onthe Sedalia 
streets, or at the depot, or on board the 
train en route home, no one apparently 
can tell, but the one fact known is that they 
were ‘‘worked’’ for the aggregate stated. 
The list of losers as known to-day is as 
follows: City Collector Henry Ziegen- 
hein, pocketbook containing $160; Charles 
Gitchell, diamond stud valued at $200; 
Mr. Vogelsang, diamond stud valued at $400; 
Edgar H. Mepham of Recorder Hobbs’ office, 
diamond stud valued at $150; one St, Louisdn, 
whose name could not be learned, 
gold watch and chain valued at $250, 
These losses have been reported tothe St. 
Louis police, the authorities at Sedalia have 
been notified, and telegrams have been sent 
to other points for the purpose of locating 
the thievesif possible. 

There seems to bean Inability to fix the 

time or place at/which the robberies occurred. 
There isastory that the St. Louisian who 
lost the gold watch and chain 
discovered the loss before leay- 
ing Sedalia and notified the police. On 
the special train which brought the St. 
Louisans home, leaving Sedalia at 12:10 
o’clock, the first intimation of thieves being 
at work was when Edgar Mepham, 
standing onthecar platform in a crowd, 
felta sudden wrench at his shirt front, and 
immediately afterwards saw that his dla- 
mond stud was gone. He gave the alarm 
through the car, and then  Gitchell 
, found that his diamond stud was 
qa ‘so missing, andtheothers named discov- 
er, 2d theirlosses. Collector Ziegenhein was 
on the regular St. Louls train, leaving for St. 
Lou, ‘sat 12:15 this morning, and he did 
not miss his pocket-book until he 
reach “a his office in this city. He thinks it 
likely that the wallet may have dropped 
from th ® pocket of his trousers in the sleep- 
er berth,. and has telegraphed to the Puil- 
man com !uctor to make a search for It. 

This mc 'Tning Mr. Gitchell called at the 
Four ConrTts and reported the losses. 
Vogelsang a |so did the same, and itis stated 
that he ide.itified a picturein the Rogues’ 
Gallery as strongly resembling a man 
whocrowded him on the Sedalia platform 
just beforethe train left. It is the general 
police opiniém that a gang of pickpockets 
and ‘*‘swellk mob’’ workers are re- 
sponsible for the bosses of the now 
melancholy st. Souls Republicans. Detec- 
tive Applegate of St. Louis was at Sedalia 
esteriay anil there is a rumor that he 
effected the ar.rest of quite a noted ‘‘crook’’ 
in the crowd during the ceremonies of the 
day. This fact. however, affords the 
disconsolate st. -Louisans little comfort, as 
they do not believe it possible that ‘their 
ewely, etc., was ‘‘swiped’’ during the day, 
bot think the loss accurred at the depot at 
night, or on the special train, 
which contained a good many strangers.

STILL HANGING FIRE. 


Successful Filibustering Against the 
World’s Fair Gratuity. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—Mr. Bingham 
of Pennsylvania, who, as a member of the 
Committee on Appropriation and the only of 
the House confrerees Who voted for it, has as- 
sumed the championship of the World’s Fair 
amendment to the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, and Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio, who has 
taken the lead of the filibusters, were in their 
seats early this morning marshaling their 
forces. Soon after the meeting of the House, 
Mr. McRee of Arkansas presented a confer- 


whereupon Mr. Dingley of Maine made the 
point of order that there was one conference 
report pending, alludingto the sundry civil 
bill. This was overruled. 

Mr. McMillan of Tennessee offered and 
called up in the House a joint resolution pro- 
viding for final adjournment of Congress on 
Saturday at2o’clock, Mr. Hatch of Missouri 
opposed it because he wantsthe anti-option 
bill to pass, and Mr. Outhwaite, the 
leader of the filibusters, also opposed 
it. Mr. Outhwaite saidthe sundry civil bill 
had not passed and intimated that it might 
pass. In any event time was needed for both 
Houses to act on it, and he suggested Mon- 
day next as the date for adjournment. Gen- 
eral speech making followed. 

The House refused, 65 to 110, to agree to an 
amendment fixing the date of adjournment 
ati2o0’clock Monday next. The original Mc- 
Milian bill, providing for final adjournment 
ofCongress at 2 p. m. Saturday, was then 
adopted, 121 to 51. 

The Speaker stated that the pending mo- 
tion to be made by Mr. Bingham of Pennsy!l- 
vania was totable the motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the House receded from its 
disagreement to the Senate World’s Fair 
amendment. 

Immediately the filibusters came to the 
front, led by Mr. Outhwaite, who moved an 
adjournment, supplementing this motion 
with one to adjournto Saturday. Mr. Cum- 
mings of New York acted as Heutenant, and 
moved an adjournment until Monday. The 
Republicans have about decided to allow the 
filibustering andthe anti-filibustering wings 
of the Democratic party to fight out the 
World’s Fair between them. On a motion 
for a call of the House they voted with 
neither party and the call was ordered bya 
small and close vote of 31 to 29. 

Two hundred and eleven members re- 
spondeito their names, and the vote re- 
curred on Mr. Cummings’ motion to ad- 
journ until Monday. 

The House was again left without a 
quorum, but 122 members voting, and agatn 
was called to order. 

This call showed the presence of 189 mem- 
bers. 

The scene of contest has expanded and the 
House to-day transferred some of the re- 
sponsibility of keeping in session 
to the senate. By a large 
majority a joint resolution was 
passed providing for an adjournment of Con 
gress on Saturday. Shouldthe Senate fix a 
date of final adjournment, the 
position of the filibusters, of 
course, would be much improved. 

The prevalling opinion is that the senate 
will notact on the adjournment resolution 
until the sundry civil bill is sent over to it. 

Mr. Bingham of Pennsylvania has offered, 
in the House, for reference to the Commit- 
tees on Rules the following resolutions to cut 
off the fillbustering: 

Resolved, Thaton Friday, July 29, imme- 
diately after the adoption of this resolution, 
the House proceed to farther consider the dis- 
agreeing amendments on the sundry civil 
appropriation biil, not already acted upon, 
that a count be at once taken and the pending 
motion to lay on the table the motion by which 
the House agreed to Senate amendment 30s; 
that immediately after the announcement of 
vote on tabling such motion to reconsider 
the House proceed to vote in concurring in 
senate amendments numbered 309, 310and 811, 
in the order named; and then on a motion to 
ask a further conference with the Senate on 
the disagreeing votes of the two houses on 
said bill, 

in the Senate to-day the Committee on Con- 
tingent Expenses reported a resolution fora 
committee of seven to inguire into 
the Homestead trouble, including 
the Pinkerton auestion; also the mining 
trouble in Idaho. Mr. Quay objected to the 
present consideration of the resolution andit 
Was laid over until to-morrow.

New Organization Perfected and the

is Chairman, for ten days we 
have been trying to organize this 
convention, Sofarwe have falled, not be- 
cause Mr. Clark has nota clear majority of 
the delegates in this convention, but because 
of the arbitrary and unheard of dictations of 
the Congressional Committee in undertaking 
to dictate tothe convention what delegates 
were entitled to seats, We know 
that we have thirty-six regularly accredited 
delegates who hold credentials from the, 
proper Democratic authorities of the several 
counties, We do not propose longer to be 
dictated to, or to recognize any del- 
egate except those holding crédentials 
from the proper authorities. We have 
been, deprived of the representation that 
we are justly entitled. The CongressionalCom 
mittee have, without right or authority, dic- 
tated, ortried to dictate, not only who the 
officers should be, but what delegates‘ 
should have seats. We have been refused 
the opportunity to prove to the 
convention thatthe Crawford County Con- 
vention was regular and fairly elected, by 
refusing to hear our witnesses. Every prop: 
osition offered by Clark’s followers to refer 
the contest to the Democracy of this district 
has been rejected. Several of the Nortcn 
leaders have publicly admitted -in this 
convention that the delegates here in the 
interest of Mr. Norton were not entitled 
to seats, and yet they vote to seat them. 
Having failed to organize by reason-of the 
foregoing and believing we have a clear 
majority of the delegates elected, we now 
refuse longer to inany way recognize tie 
contesting delegates from Crawford County 
and ask the Secretary to come to this side of 
the hall, and I now place in nomination Mr. 
A. W. Stewart as temporary chairman of this 
convention and ask the Secretary to call the 
roll of counties, ’’ 

Mr. Dobyns, the Secretary, then came over 
onthe Clark side of the house, Mr. A. W. 
Stewart of Audrain was tes 7 elected tem por- 
ary chairman. The Committee on Creden- 
tials reported that the regularly elected 
delegates from Crawford were entitled 
to seats in the convention. The temporary 
organization was then made permanent 
after which Hon. Champ Clark was 
nominated for Congress, 

No Other nominations being made, the 
Secretary was ordered to call the roll, which 
resulted as follows: <Audrain, Crawford, 
Ralis and Pike cast 36 votes for 
Champ Clark, Lincoln, Montgomery, St. 
Charles, Warren: and Gasconade _ re- 
fusing to vote. On the announcement of 
the rollcallthe Chairman declared Champ 
Clark duly nominated as Congressman from 
the Ninth Congressional District of Missouri. 

A motion was then made by Mr. Peerson of 
Pike to adjourn, which motion was declared 
carried, and the convention then adjourned 
and everybody went wild while pandemo- 
nium reigned.

DOG HOSPITAL. 


Philadelphia to Establish the First in 
America. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The advisability of establishing a hospital 
for dogs has long been under consideration 
by the trustees of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the project took definite shape 
when a short time ago, the trustees au- 
thorized Architects Frank Miles, Day & 
Brother to build the hospital. This institu- 
tion will be the first of its kind inthis coun- 
try, although there are several in Europe, 
the most notable of which is situated in the 
city of Berlin. 

the building now fn course of erection on 
the university grounds will be the most com- 
plete and efficient of its kind in the world. It 
will be two stories high, with a basement, 
and cover an area of about 65x50feet. The 
exterior will consist of Roman meals 
pressed - face bricks and pebble - dashing, 
with Lake Superior redstone trimmings 
and a roof of unfading green slate, 
There will be in the basement, besides the 
storage rooms, a kitchen with every facility 
for cooking food for the dogs and heating the 
water for therr baths. On the first floor will 
be the clinic room and a large appartment 
for non-contagious cases. ON either side of 
the latter will be the mange and distemper 
wards, isolated by heavy brick partitions 
and so arranged that they can only be 
reached from the outside. 

There will be from fifty to sixty cages upon 
wheels for moving the dogs from one depart- 
ment to another. The plumbing, Crainage, 
heating, ventilation and electric lighting 
will be the most complete to be had and have 
been devised under the direction of the 
department of hygiene of the University. 
The second floor will be of the same size as 
the ground floor, and will, be divided into 
four rooms, to be used as biological, patho- 
logical, physiological and histological labor- 
atories. Another department of the hospital 
will be devoted to the care of healthy @ogs 
belonging to persons leaving town.

CIRCUS RIDING. 


It was First Elevated toa Fine Art Fy an 
English f£ergeant, 


It must not be forgotten that the circus 
manager who, in England, says the London 
Standard, first elevated circus riding to the 
aignity ofafineart had been a sergeant of 
dragoons. This was old Philip Astley, the 
founder of the historic Amphitheater in the 
Westminster Bridge road, which was subse- 
quently associated with the names as lessees 
and managers of Ducrow and Batty, and is 
now prosperously conducted by Mr. Sanger, 
but which, to the popular mind, will ever be 
known as ‘‘Astlev’s.’’ Qld Philip was the 
boldest of the bold dragoons, and on retir- 
ing from the service bis commanding officer 
made hima present of a high-spirited but 
docile charger. The non-com, bought 
another horse at Smithfield, and set up an 
exhibition of horsemanship in the fleld at 
Lambeth. In the course of time 
he occupied successively more and more 
extensive premises. He was patronized 
by royalty and his name and amphitheater 
became household words. Astley was as well 
known in Paris as in London, and on the 
Boulevard du Temple he built a theater for 
equestrian entertainments, which at the 
time of the revolution had been the wax- 
work saloon ofthe ingenious Swiss Curtius, 
the uncle and instructor in the ceroplastic 
art of Mme, Tussaud. During the long years 
of the Napoleonic wars Astley’s 
property in Paris was seques- 
trated, but at the peace he was 
reinstated in his French belongings, and he 
died at his house on the Boulevard du Temple 
in 1815. He was succeeded in equestrian 
managership by an Itallan named Franconi, 
who had been in high favor with Napoleon— 
first because he was an Italian, next because 
he was a most accomplished equestrian 
artist, and finally because the extravagant 
dandyism of his every-day attire gave 
the Emperor, when he was tn a face- 
tious humor, the opportunity of annoying 
his brother-in-law, Murat, King of Naples, by 
telling him that what with his furred and em- 
broldered pelisse, the snow-white plume and 
diamond aigrette inhis cap, his erimson 
morocco Hessian boots, his white kid zloves, 
ahd the light riding switch with the jeweled 
handle, with which he led his division of cay- 
alry to battle, he looked far less a king than 
Franconi, the riding master. This renowned 
professor of equestrianism founded a family 
which still carries on asafine art the craft 
pursued with such consummate ability by 
their ancestor. Nor must it be forgotten 
that circus riding as a. fine art was practiced 
in the United States long before the late Herr 
Ernst attained celebrity. Five and forty 
yearsago that astonishing American eques- 
trian Kknownas the young Hernandez was 
universally acknowledged to be the best trick 
rider tbe modernring had seen since the 
days of Andrew Ducrow; while not the least 

the many strings to the bow 
late Mr. Phineas i 
were the equestrian circuses 
with which he delighted two generations 
of sightseers. Of our own circus riders, es- 
pecially the performers on barebacked steeds 
and the ladies who figure in the graceful dis- 
play ofthe haute ecole, England has ever 
reason to be proud. We are the equals ofa 
the nations and the superiors of some tn ring 
performances, while as respects the English 
ring clown, he has never been surpassed and 
he is as eagerly applauded on the banks of 
the Neva, the Bosphorus and the Hoogbly as 
ne ns on those of the Thames, the Liffey or the 
lyde, 


What Racing Costs in England. 
From the Saturday Review. 
Mr. L. H. Curzon estimates the horses at 


present ‘‘devoted to the service of the turf,’’ 
including those in training, sires, mares, 
foalsand yearlings, at 10,000. On these he 
puts an average vaiue of £300 apiece, and on 
the £8,000,000 thus odtained he charges 5 per 
cent interest, making £150,000% year for cap- 
ital account. He then assumes that 
half the 10,000 horses are 
ing, and allows £156 
fér trainers’ bills, making £780,000 a 
year, £10 per head for entries and forfeits, 
making £50,000 a year, and £25 per head for 
traveling expenses and jockeys’ fees, 
amounting to an additional £125,000 a year. 
These sums make up a grand total of 
£1,105,000 as the annual cost, Including inter 
est of capitay and expenses of the horses 
‘*devoted to the service of the turf.’’ He 
put the number of persons ‘‘employed in 
various capacities in direct connection with 
racing’’ at £10,000, and the average earnings 
of these, including board and lodging at £1 
a week each, or more than £500,000 a year. 
**A thousand pounds,’’ says Mr. Curzon, 
‘‘for riaing a Derby winner has come to be 
looked upon as quite a common fee,’’ and he 
states that over £5,000 on one occasion 
was paid toa rider ofa Derby winner. A fa-

A Story ot Tireless Vengeance From the 
Far Northwest.

Though denied all hope 
by the marriage of his cousin with the girl, 
he still loved, and this flame, kept burning 
through the years, caused the tracking down 
and arrest of the wife murderer. 
Thirty-nine years ago next May Hartley 
bade his friends a hasty farewell, and at the 
same time informed them that with his wife 
he was zoing West toseek his fortune. No 
ore saw the couple leave the town, and 
finally murmurs of something wrong in- 
creased toopen gossip. Charges of foul play 
were freely made, but there were none to 
prove them, and at length they died away. 
When, later, the house in which the Hart- 
leys had lived was being repaired, and there 
was foundin a cemented vault beneath it 
the skeleton of Agnes Hartley, the town went 
mad. But the murderer was gone anu there 
was no trace. Charles Hartley swore to 
hunt him down if it took a lifetime and his 
fortune.

THE BURNING MOUNTAIN. 


Etna’s Craters Again Belching Forth 
Stones and Streams of Lava. 

CATANIA, July 28.—The eruption of Mount 
Etna is again very violent. Immense masses 
of rock are projected out of the volcano toa 
great height, and dense clouds overhang the 
summit of the mountain. The subterranean 
rumblings are severe enough to cause win- 
dows to-rattle in the neighborhood, The 
lava streams are again advancing. 


There are no mountain slopes in the world 
so covered with vineyards, farms and vil- 
lages as those of Mount ktna. About 300,000 
people live on its sides. They have become 
accustomed to the dangers that always 
threaten. 

The richness of the soll, formed ofdecom, 
posed lava and vegetable mold, has madé 
the slopes of Etna one of the garden spots 
of the world; and so the people cling to 
their mountain home, though they do not 
know how soon they may be driven away. 

Etna is on the eastern seaboard of Sicily. 
Its height is 10,874feet. From its summit 
the sea and country around can be seen fora 
distance of 150 miles, affording one of the 
most magnificent of prospects. The gently 
flowing lavas which reared the mighty 
mountain covered a large area, and the road 
which runs around the lower slopes is eighty 
seven miles long. tIwocities, Catania and 
Aci Reale, and sixty-three towns or villages 
are built around the base or on the slopes. 

The first eruption within historic times is 
believed to have occurred seven centuries 
before Christ. Twelve eruptions of import- 
ance, some of which created great destruc- 
tion, are recorded as occurring before the 
Christian era.” One of the most disastrous 
outbursts occurred in 1169 A. D., when Cata- 
nia was destroyed in a few minutes and 15,000 
people were buried beneath the ruins. It was 
the day ofthe feast of Agatha, and the Ca- 
thedral of Catania was crowded with people, 
all of whom were buried by the overwhelm- 
ing stream of lava. The victims included 
several Bishops and forty-four Benedictine 
monks. 

A still more destructive outburst, though 
it was not marked by so greata discharge of 
lava, occurred in 1693, when a violent earth- 
quake shook Catania tothe ground, burying 
18,000 inhabitants. Fifty towns in Sicily were 
destroyed, anditissaid that at least 60,000 
people perished. 

During the eighteenth century quite a num- 
ber of eruptions occurred, some of great vio- 
lence, though most of them did little dam- 
age. Duringaneruption in 1832 a number of 
people were watching the progress of the 
lava, when the frontofthe stream was sud- 
denly blown out as by an explosion of gun- 
powder. The red-hot mass was hurled in ey- 
ery direction, and a cloud of vapor developed 
everything. Thirty-six people were Killed on 
the spot and twenty survived but a few 
hours. 

In 1852 a party of six English tourists were 
surprised by a very violent eruption as they 

re ascending the mountain. This outburst 
continued for nine months. The tourists 
were ascending from Nicolosi to witness the 
sunrise from the summit. As they ee nones 
the upper hut, known as Casa Inglese, the 
crater commenced to give forth ashes and 
flames of fire. Suddenly an earthquake shook 
the mountain, andthe mules fied in terror, 
The tourists hastenew eo, the mountain 

n ned Nicolosiin satrety. 

e Out of the eighty-four eruptions on record,a 
comparatively small number have been of 
extreme violence, while many have been of a 
slightand harmless character, Eruptions 
occurred in 1868, 1869, 1869, 1874, 1879, 1883 and 
1886, the most violent of which were thoSe of 
1865 and 1876. The outburst of 1886 destroyed 
vineyards and farm lands valued at $250,000.

FREIGHT RATES DEMORALIZED. 


Facific Coast Shipments Going by Way 
of the Horn. 


NEW YORK, July 28.—There ig great alarm 
among the transcontinental railroads, for 
they are not getting any of the lower class of 
heavy freight except what has to be deliv- 
ered within a limited period, The steamship 
companies engaged in the New York.and San 
Francisco trade are havihg a war of rates 
that has taken the breath away from the 
railroads, and probably their business will be 
demoralized fora year to come. The trans- 
continental railroads have to pay the trunk 
lines 30 cents a hundred as their share of the 
haul from New York to San Francisco. The 


trunk lines will not take a cent less. Besides, 
the Western roads must have an allowance 
for the haul to the Missouri River. The trans- 
continental roads have thrown up their 
hands on all staple articles which do not 
need to be delivered for several months. 
Even the Southern, with the Morgan line to 
New Orleans, cannot make any show against 
the 30-cent rate of the through steamship 
lines. Todoso would be to drag down the 
local rates from New York to Texas, and the 
loss would be still greater. 

Here is the inside history of a neat trick 
perpetrated by Mr. J. 8. eds, who, as 
traffic manager forthe Missour! Pacific Rail- 
road, was figuratively beheaded by the Little 
Wizard at the orderof the Western Traffic 
Association for cutting rates. Just at that 
time the merchants of the Pacific Coast, tired 
of paying what they considered exorbitant 
rates on freight, organized a protective asso- 
ciation and held outatempting bait to Mr. 
Leeds in the shape of a $10, 
salary and he will try to become 
its chairman. One of the plans 
that Leeds evolved to coerce the railroads 
that had thrown him out was simple, He 
chartered for the Merchants’ Association 
several fast clipper ships of 3,000 tons at $7 or 
so a ton, and a few days ago vut them on the 
route between New York and San Francisco, 
via the Horn. Then he cut the estab- 
lished rate of the reguiar lines— 
such as the Southern Pacific mail 
vessels—in two, and again reduced the re- 
mainder to furnish a rate that suited the 
keen appetites of the Californians. The re- 
sults wasa 30 cent commodity rateon the 
lower classes. This is a dull season, but ton- 
nage doubled in a very short time. The 0. EB. 
Moody, tbe first clipper to load, is now on 
her way down the coast. The clipper Live- 
oaks is loading, andthe Emily Reed is char- 
tered by the Merchants’ Association to fol- 
low. But these vessels have not a monopoly 
of the business. Two other clipper lines had 
to meet the 30cent rate inorder to makea 
showing.

| RUSH FOR HOMES. 


Railroad Land Opened for Homestead in 
California. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 28.—Seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand acres of land in San 
| Benito and Monterey Counties and which, 
according to the act of Congress of Sept. 29, 
1890, reverts to the government by reason of 
the failure of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
to complete a certain portion of its line 
within the specified time, was thrown open 
to settlement yesterday under the home- 
stead act and a large number of filings were 


made at the Land Officein thiscity. Ex- 
citement attended the opening of the land. 
The settlers in farm wagons have been pass- 
ing through town continually night ana day, 
going to and coming from the County Clerk’s 
office at Hollister. These were generally 
old settlers, who have no doubt of being able 
to prove their residence on land and cultiva- 
tion of it. A number of San Francisco land 
hunters who have rushed into the county 
during the past week, have gone to San Fran- 
cisco to make entries at the Land Office. 
This town is crowded with land seekers, who 
have not yet taken selections, but many of 
whom are waiting for the stage to depart for 
Banoche and Vallecitos, where the squatters 
think are the choicest places for settlement. 
The old-timers are affected very little by the 
opening of the land, but new comers are 
nervous and excited. There has been no vio- 
lence outside of afewfights. A few hardy 
women are here to take up claims, and will 
probably secure lands.

It can reAdily be imagined how many tele- 
grams would have been required to ao the 
same amount of business, leaving entirely 
aside the question of time, which is often of 
the first importance. Every day cases occur 
where the tong distence telephone enables 
business to be done that the telegraph can- 
not aid, and where the only alternative 
would be a long and expensive Journey. For 
instance, not long agoa New York man was 
notified that his draft ona house in a town 
far up in the interior of the State had been 
allowed to go to protest, and in order to pro- 
tect his interests he was on the point of un- 
dertaking a journey that would have kept 
him away from his office for three days, 
when a friend advised him to telephone to 
the bank which held his draft. 

He did so immediately; the bank informed 
him of the state ofaffairs and recommended 
a lawyer in the town to take the job in hand; 
he had an interview by telephone with the 
lawyer and gave him instructions to proceed, 
and the same afternoon the lawyer reported 
that he had gotoutan attachment and that 
the draft would be fully covered. The time 
spent by the New York man over the affair 
might have been an hour, andthe total ex- 
penve was forthree conversations, one with 

he bank and two with the lawyer, as against 
an absence from town oftwo or three days, 
and traveling expenses amountingto #40 or 
$50. The actual saving of time and money is 
by no meansthe only recommendation in 
favor of long distance telephone communl- 
cation. Often it renders possible the trans- 
action of business which could be done in no 
other way, and manyatimeafive minutes’ 
conversation pays for itself a thousand fold. 

To manufaciurers having their head offices 
in New York, branches in other cities and 
towns and factories somewhere in the coun- 
try the service has become een indis- 
pensable; the periodical daily talks between 
the chief of the firm and the manager of the 
factory or branch office piace all their affairs 
so thoroughly intouch with each other that 
no mangfacturing concern who has once 
adapted the service to its needs would be 
without it for a single day were the cost twice 
what itis. Bankers, brokers and lawyers 
form another large class of patrons, but it 
was among the manufacturers that the long 
distance telephone first *‘caught on,’’ and 
they have steadfastly availed themselves of 
it from thetime of its establishmefht as a 
commercial means of communication.

A Recount Cuts Down Gladstone's 
Majority in Parliament. 


THE GRAND OLD MAN GREETED HEART- 
ILY IN LONDON, 


Russian Official Reports Show Nearly 
Fifteen Hundred Deaths From Cholera 
in Three Days—Sensational Incidents 
at the Trial of Anarchists—King Os- 
car’s Dilemma—Foreign News. 


LONDOX, July 28,—Mr. Gladstone arrived in 
this city yesterday. Whey he alighted from 
the train at the Euston Station, he was given 
an ovation by thousands of his supporters, 
who had gathered on the station platform to 
greet him. Mr. Gladstone looked to bein 
good health, and smilingly acknowledged 
the reception accorded him. He was then 
taken in an open carriage, which was in 
waiting, and betrayed some symptoms of 
nervousness when an eager partisan crowded 
his way to the side of the carriage and began 
slapping him on the back. He at once ordered 
the coachman to drive off quickly. 

A second count of the votes cast inthe 

recent election in Greenoch, Scotland, for 
member of Parliament, shows that Thomas 
Sutherland, dissident Liberal, received 2,942 
votes, against 2,887 cast for Mr. John Bruce, 
his Liberal opponent, while the first count 
showed Bruce had been elected, This change 
in the result reduced Mr. Gladstone’s ma- 
jority in the House to forty, still counting 
upon the election of the Gladstone candidate 
in Orkney Island, returns from which dis- 
trict have not yet been received, 

The Liberal Unionists retain this seat,which 
was supposed to bea Liberal gain, and the 
supposed capture of which caused great fre- 
joicing among the Liberals on the threshhold 
of election. Sir Thomas Sutherland repre- 
sented Greenock in the late Parliament, hav- 
ing been elected in 1886. 

It is stated that Joseph Cowen, proprietor 
of the Newcastle Chronicle, and noted for his 
independence in politics, has agreed to op- 
pose Morley should the latter, which 
is almost certain, be appointed a 
member of Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet 
and offer himself for re-election. 
When Mr. Cowen was a candidate with Mr. 
Moriey in 1885 for the two Newcastle seats 


Mr. Cowen hada larger majority than Mr. | 


Morley, Mr. Cowen’s vote being 10,459 and 
Mr. Morley’s 10,129. Mr. Cowen did not offer 


himself for re-election when the split arose |

THE SLIDING SCALE. 


The Plan of Wage Payment in the Iron 
and Steel Mills. 


The sliding scale in operation in many iron 
and steel plants is not generally understood. 
A writer inthe New York Sun thus explains 
it: : 

The way a sliding scale works in other bus!i- 
nesses might be illustrated by taking a street 
car forexample. The driver and conductor 
are paid now by thetrip orbytheday. Pay- 
ment by the trip would correspond to piece 
work and payment by the day to day’s wages. 
If, instead of either of these methods, they 
were paid a perrentage of receipts, sothat 
when the car took in $25 worth of fares a day 


they got $10 and when it took in $a day they 
g0Ot only $2, they would be somewhat 
in a similar position to their employ- 
ers that the tron-work men are when 
they agree to a sliding scale of wages. 
If the receipts of a street car service were 
high the men would be well paid; if the de- 
mand forrides on street cars fell, the men 
would be poorly paid. The owners furnish 
the plant; the men operate it, and the men 


the use of the plant. 

A sliding scale usually has a maximum and 
aminimum. The men andthe owners agree 
that under no circumstances shall the pay by 
the piece be estimated on a lower price than 
a certain minimum or ona higher price than 
a fixed maximum. That is, that if the owners 
and men agree that the men shall not, under 
any circumstances, be paid less than so 


pay, no matter how lowthe price of iron 
might fallin the market; and in return for 
this concession of the , owners, if the price 
above the maximum the owners 
to increase 
Or, toapply the simile still further 
to street car companies, the owners might 
agree that the wages should be based on the 
receipt of fares between $5 and $25 a day. 
When the receipts were only $4 the men 
would get as much pay as if the receipts were 
$5, while if the receipts were $30 they would 
get no more thairif they were $25. 

A sliding scale of pay is one form of profit- 
sharing, as it gives the workman a fixed pro- 


How that proportion shall be divided is gen- 
the workmen themselves.

It has been customary inthe iron and steel | 
business for the workmen to be paid on a} 
sliding scale, based on the price of some 
Standard articie manufactured. This cri- 
terion may be steel rails, steel billets, plg 
iron, or anything else of standard demand in 
large quantities. It would be too complicated 
Sliding scale for every 
article of manufacture, and some standard 
article has been taken as the measure of 
value of the others, though the prices of the 
others may not and rarely dorise and fallin 
exactratio. , 

Both the manfacturers and the workmen 
adopted the sliding scale to prevent constant 
labor troubles. The priceof iron and steel 
products fluctuates greatly, and under a sys- 
tem of pay by the day or piece the workmen 
were constantly striking to get higher wages 
when the market price went up, or to pre- 
ventareduction in their wages when the 
market price fell. The workmen did not 


think it was fair that they should be paid no 
more when the price rose, and the manufac- 
turers Naturally sought to reduce wages 
when the market price oftheir product fell. 
The result was a succession of strikes and 
lockouts, such events taking place at almost 
every material alteration in the market 
price. 

It was thus that the sliding scale came to be 
adopted, and its workings, though by no 
means wholly satisfactory, have been pro 
ductive of fewer strikes than the old system. 
There rarely is trouble when the market 
price is high, as the manufacturers’ profits 
increase at the same time the workmen’s 
wages increase. Kecently the market price 
has been vibrating around the minimum of 
the sliding scale, and at the time ofthe

; on the Witness Stand. 
MEMPHIs, Tenn., July 28.—The next step in 
the remarkable judicial history of the 
Mitchell- Ward tragedy will be Judge Dubose’s 
instructions to the jury. They will be deliv- 
ered to-morrow. Last evening counsel on 


both sides rested and announced that they 
were ee to submit the case without ar- 


gument, 

The most interesting scene of the trial oc- 
curred ear A afternoon, when the Judge 
decided that Alice Mitchell, the defendant, 
mere be te eg uvon the stand by the State 
and submitted to examination by Attorney- 
General. During the ordeal the prisoner’s 
father and brother watched her with ill-su 
pressed emotion, Tears coursed down the 
old.man’s cheeKs,and when it was all over he 
was totally unstrung. Indeed, there was but 
one person in the large assemblage who did 
not feel the relaxation of the severe tension 
of that half hourandthat was the object of 
interest herself. She seated herself so as not 
to crumple her dress and immediately en- 
tered into conversation with those around 
her, talking in an animated way and laugh- 
ing gaily at intervals.

CAMELS IN ARIZONA, 


The Herd Still Increasing—-A Burro’s 
Fright. 


Phenix Letter to the San Francisco Chronicle. 


The original number of fifteen in the herd 
of wild camels that runs on the Arizona 
desert between Yuma and Ehrenburg on the 
north and south and Wickenburg and the 
Colorado River on the east and west, has in- 
creased to more than sixty, notwithstanding 
that a number of them have been captured 
and taken away by the circus representatives 
and the prospectors kill them every time 
they have the opportunity. 

The original fifteen were broughto this 
country at the instigation of the United 
States Government before the war, for the 
purpose of packing military stores across the 
desert, and were used forthat purpose for 
twoorthree years. It was found that peb- 
bles and boulders weretoo severe for their 
feet, and while they did very well on the 
Sand of the desert, as soon as they reached 
the foothills their feet became so sore that 
they were unable totravel, and finally they 
were turned loose to take care of them- 
selves. 

For a number of years there were no white 
men through the part of the desert in which 
they ranged, and as the Indians were very 
superstitious about them they were not 
molested until within the last few years, 
when they had increased to more than 100. 
Later on they became a source of annoyance 
to the prospectors on account of the fear the 
horses had for them, and they began killing 
the camels. 

I well remember the first time I saw them. 
I was coming across from the Colorado to the 
Harqua Halla on foot, with my supplies and 
cooking utensils packed on a burro that had 
seen long servicein thatlineof business. I 
was only provided with water enough for 
myself, andon accountof not having had 
anything to drink fora day and: night the 
animal was pretty stupid, so much sothat 
now and then I hadtothrow astone at him 
to Keep him going. 

We were coming through a vast expanse of 
greaseweed almost as high as my head, when 
mM pry A the burro stopped, raised his head, 
ahd gave a snort that could have been heard 
halfamile. Ithought it must be Indians 
and, throwing a cartridge into my Winches. 
ter, took coverin the brush. Peering over 
the top of the weedsI soon saw the camels 
coming with their peculiar swinging trot, 
showing only their heads and humps above 
the brush. 

That burro evinced more life than I had 
ever seen him show before,and I do not think 
any horse inthe country could have outrun 
him. My pack broke in the first 100 yards, and 
meat, beans, coffee, and tools were scat- 
tered for five miles. The camels went on 
their way, and it was several years until I 
saw any ofthem again, when one ef them 
was captured and brought into Phenix, 
where it finally died.

A BIG GAME PRESERVE, 


What Austin Corbin Is Doing to! Perpet- 
uate American Sports. 
From the Forest and Stream. 


Austin Corbin’s huge game park in New 
Hampshire is a success chiefly in relation to 
the breeding of the animais in their new en- 
vironment—it can hardly be called captivity 
when the animals are at liberty to wander at 
their own sweet will over 28,000acres of wood- 
land, hill and valley. 

Of the twenty-two buffalo which were put 
in abouta fread ago eight of the cows are now 
in calf, and two young have been added to 
the herd. Theelk, which bred to a limited 
extenton Mr. Corbin’s Long Island estate, 
have found their mountainous New Hamp- 
shire home more to their liking, and have al- 
ready increased 50 percent. Nextto the elk 
the most accurate count has been kept of the 
moose, who, unlike their gregarious breth- 
ren, go in pairs at certain seasons. The 
other animals are also increasing. 

While in London two years since Mr. 
Corbin bought 20,000 hawthorn trees. Four 
thousand ofthese have been planted this 
spring. They are forthe purpose of forming 
a hedge strong enough to prevent the buffalo 
and other large animals from getting out. 
This tree, of which there aretwo varieties, 
the white and Diack, is used very extensive- 
ly for inclosing the game parksof England 
and Europe. There will be no huntingin 
the park at present, though in future years 
when the animals have multiplied beyond 
the resources of their domain, it is possible 
than Mr. Corbin may adopt this method of 
thinning them out. It is sufficient to say 
that the pore is not designed for hunting.

The development of Mr. Corbin’s game 
park enterprise is being watched with de- 
cided interest by sportsmen and naturalists.
